6-7-1-31.1. Cumulative capital improvement fund for cities and towns. 
— (a) The common council of each city and the board of trustees of each town 
shall, by ordinance or resolution, establish a cumulative capital 
improvement fund for the city or town. Except as otherwise provided in 
subsection (b), the city or town may only use money in its cumulative capital 
improvement fund to: 

(1) Purchase land, easements, or rights-of-way; 

(2) Purchase buildings; 

(3) Construct or improve city owned property; or 

(4) Retire general obligation bonds issued by the city or town for one [1] 
of the purposes stated in clause (1), (2), or (3) of this subsection. 

The money in the city’s or town’s cumulative capital improvement fund does 
not revert to its general fund. 

(b) Any city or town may at any time, by ordina nce or resolution, transfer
